Crosswalk deaths adding up 


Fatalities. Pedestrians 
and drivers need to be 
aware, police say 


With one man dead and an¬ 
other woman injured after 
being hit by vehicles in separ¬ 
ate crosswalk incidents this 


week, police say things will 
only improve through educa¬ 
tion. 

“Eveiybody has a role to 
play in their safety,” Halifax 
RCMP spokesman Cpl. Scott 
MacRae said. “Don’t totally 
count on a driver seeing you. 
You don’t have concrete bar¬ 
riers on each side of you.”

Number of people in HRM killed at a crosswalk 
this year. There were two fatalities in 2011. 

Just before 9:20 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day, a 27-year-old woman was 


hit by a vehicle while in a 
marked crosswalk on the Bed¬ 
ford Highway in front of Mount 
Saint Vincent University. She 
suffered minor injuries. 

About 15 hours earlier, 
34-year-old William Roy Mur¬ 
phy was killed after being hit 
by a car in a marked crosswalk 
in Lower Sackville. 


“Just by noticing the cross¬ 
walk, that’s half the battle,” said 
Halifax Regional Police spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourdages. 

Police say the responsibil¬ 
ity is mostly on the motorist 
to stop first, because a car can 
do so much more damage to a 
pedestrian. 

“We don’t want drivers to 


be impaired, or texting, or dis¬ 
tracted, or going too fast,” Mac¬ 
Rae said. “One person losing 
their life is one too many.” 

Police also advise that 
people should contact them 
when they see someone speed 
by a pedestrian waiting at a 
crosswalk. More on page 3.

Here is a sample of the 
responses: 

James Dwyer: We have 
to slow the F*** down, i 
cant stress that enough, 
it’s not a race we all will 
get to where we are going 
eventually! 

Michael McCluskey: 
I’ve had drivers lay on the 
horn, give me the finger 
and zoom around me as I 
am standing in a crosswalk 
with my arm out. 

Derrick Smith: You 
cannot put blame on just 
the drivers here. EVERY¬ 
ONE must pay attention 
especially the pedestrians, 
common sense is you wait 
until its safe. Common 
sense is car vs human.... 
car wins. I’ve had way too 
many people just walk out 
when they press that but¬ 
ton without looking. Again 
common sense people. 

Erin Page: The respon¬ 
sibility is with both parties. 
Pedestrians must look out 
for themselves. You cannot 
approach a crosswalk and 
just go simply because 
it is a cross walk... and 
drivers need to pay more 
attention. Put down your 
mocha-frappe-latte, leave 
the phone and GPS alone 
and pay attention to the 
road and what is happen¬ 
ing around you. 

Nikld Triple Six Charl¬ 
ton: Here we go again! Driv¬ 
ers need to understand that 
Pedestrians have the RIGHT 
OF WAY on Crosswalks!!!! 

Dawn ‘CeCe’ Kelly: 
Thing is....the pedestrian 
has the right of way and 
therefore ‘should’ be able 
to assume safe crossing.

Joyce Ingram says she knew the 
day would come when some¬ 
one was killed crossing the 
busy road near her Lower Sack¬ 
ville home. 

“It’s scaiy, — said about 
the crosswalk where the main 
thoroughfare of Glendale Av¬ 


enue meets Raymond Drive. 

On Wednesday night, 
34-year-old William Roy Mur¬ 
phy of Beaver Bank was killed 
after being hit by a car in the 
crosswalk besides Sackville 
High School. 

He was rushed to hospital 
with life-threatening injuries 
but was pronounced dead later 
that night. The driver of the car, 
an 81-year-old woman, wasn’t 
hurt. She was charged on 
Thursday with failing to yield 
to a pedestrian in a crosswalk, 
which carries a maximum fine 
of $687. 

Ingram, who has lived on 
Raymond Drive for 17 years 
and sent her children to Sack¬ 
ville High School, said she

would always listen for the 
sound of screeching tires when 
they left for class. 

“I always cringed when my 
kids were going across,” she 
said. 

Steve Craig, the area’s 
councillor, said there are 
lots of pedestrians using the 
crosswalk when they get off a 
bus, walk to the high school 
or go to the nearby Sackville 
Sports Stadium. 


“It is a problem waiting to 
happen,” Craig said, “You hope 
it never occurs.” 

Craig added residents would 
like to see more lights at the 
crosswalk that flash after you 
press a button, as well as left- 
hand turning lanes. 

He said that creating a 
plan to make the road safer is 
a major priority because the 
impending opening of the 
Sackville-Bumside expressway 
will bring with it more traffic 
volume. 

Ingram agreed there should 
be more lights at the crosswalk 
to prevent an accident, or a 
lower speed limit. 

“But it’s too late now,” she 
said.

Couple dies in 
East Preston 
house fire 


Investigators can’t 
pinpoint cause in fire. 
Neighbours say that the 
retired pair who died 
kept to themselves

Investigators say they can’t pin¬ 
point the exact cause of a fire 
that consumed an East Preston 
home, killing the couple living 
inside. 

Just before midnight on 
Wednesday, firefighters re¬ 
sponded to a blaze at 275 Sal¬ 
mon River Dr. and faced heavy 
fire and smoke from the front 
of the home. 

They pulled a woman from

Lakeside home 
ravaged by fire 

One person escaped 
unharmed from a fire that 
caused serious damage to a 
Lakeside home. 

Halifax Regional Fire 
services spokesperson Phil 
McNulty said firefighters 
were greeted, Thursday 
afternoon, with smoke and 
flame billowing from the 
single-family house and had 
to initially battle the flames 
from the outside 

A lone resident who was 
home when the fire broke 
out escaped safely 
There’s no word on a 
cause, but McNulty said the 
home was not livable.

"I just feel terrible." 

Ken Taylor, who lives around the corner 
from where the Rafuses lived 

inside the house and per¬ 
formed CPR on her, but she 
was later pronounced dead 
after paramedics rushed her to 
hospital. 

When firefighters went 
back into the home, they found 
a dead man. Both people were 
believed to be in their late 50s. 

“It’s a tragic accident,” said 
Halifax regional fire spokes¬ 
man Phil McNulty. 

He said six units from four 
different stations responded to 
the call, and the fire was put 
out within two hours. 

“There was a lot of help on 
the scene,” McNulty said. 


A Lower Sackville man accused 
in the alleged confinement of 
a 16-year-old was released on 
$1,000-bail Thursday 

John Leonard MacKean, 63, 
is charged with sexual assault 
and communicating for the 
purpose of obtaining sexual ser¬ 
vices from a person under 18. 

MacKean was released on a 
number of conditions, includ¬ 
ing orders to stay away from 
anyone under 18 and refrain 
from using the Internet. He 
must also stay in contact with 
authorities and is prohibited 
from leaving Nova Scotia unless 
his work requires him to do so. 


He added the official cause 
of the blaze is listed as undeter¬ 
mined, but “certainly not sus¬ 
picious.” 

“We got down to a couple of 
potential causes and couldn’t 
rule one out over the other,” 
McNulty said. 

Neighbours identify the 
couple as Bob and Carol Rafuse. 

“They were the only two 
who lived there,” said Ken Tay¬ 
lor, who lives around the cor¬ 
ner from the Rafuses on Char¬ 
ter Drive. 

Taylor said Bob was a retired 
janitor at a Dartmouth school, 
and Carol was a retired teacher. 

“They were nice, they kept 
to themselves,” Taylor said. 

A pet dog also died in the 
fire, which Taylor said was a 
German shepherd he had seen 
Bob walking around the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 


Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation in September after a 
woman in Upper Chelsea, about 
130 kilometres southwest of 
Halifax, reported a barefoot 
teen at her doorstep chained at 
his wrists and ankles. 

David James Leblanc was 
also later arrested. Police were 
also looking for 31-year-old 
Wayne Alan Cunningham, 
whose body was found near 
the area where Leblanc was 
arrested. Foul play was not sus¬ 
pected in his death. 

MacKean’s case is scheduled 
to return to court on Jan. 23.

A Sea King helicopter was 
forced to make an emergency 
landing Thursday in a vacant 
lot near a groceiy store in 
Bedford after it experienced 
problems with its hydraulics, 
the Department of National 
Defence said. 

The chopper was on a 
training flight from Canadian 
Forces Base Shearwater when 
it encountered the problems, 
navy Lt. Len Hickey said. 

“In accordance with proced¬ 
ure, this requires a landing as 
soon as possible to limit any 
risk,” Hickey said in an inter¬ 
view. 

The helicopter made a con¬ 
trolled emergency landing in a 
vacant gravel lot near a Sobeys 
groceiy market around 2:20 
p.m., he said. 

Crystal Forhart, a front- 
desk worker at a nearby dental 
clinic, said she heard a loud, 
startling noise as the helicop¬ 
ter suddenly descended. 

“We all stopped and said, 
‘Did you hear that? It sounds

like it is right on top of us,’” 
she said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

“I’m just glad it didn’t land 
on us.” 

Hickey said an investiga¬ 
tor was sent to the scene at 
Pealcview Way off Larry Uteclc 
Boulevard, and officials will 
repair the helicopter on site if 
possible. 

“Right now, we’re just fol¬ 
lowing up to find out exactly 
what happened,” he said. “We 
don’t know exactly what the 
issue is.” 

Hickey said the military 
goes to great lengths to ensure 
its fleet of helicopters is safe. 

“Old or new, aircraft flying 
has an element of risk attached 
to it just by its nature,” he said. 

“We do everything we 
can to minimize the risk, but 
sometimes these things hap¬ 
pen.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Province offers 
reward in Phalen 
homicide case 

The prov¬ 
ince hopes 
to provide 
closure to the 
family and 
community 
of 44-year-old 
Edward Wil¬ 
liam Phalen 
by offering a reward for 
information that could 
solve his homicide. 

The province is offer¬ 
ing a cash award of up to 
$150,000 for information 
leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the person or 
people responsible for his 
death. 

On Oct. 25, 2011, Phalen 
left his home on Mechanic 
Street in Trenton, and drove 
to the local convenience 
store. Phalen was shot and 
lulled minutes later outside 
his residence. 

Police believe the sus¬ 
pect or suspects were wait¬ 
ing for him to return home. 
Witnesses heard gunshots 
and saw a suspect fleeing 
the scene on foot. 

At the time of the 
shooting, Phalen’s wife and 
children were inside theft-

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Report card paints 
bleak picture of 
homelessness 


Numbers rising. More 
people spending more 
time in local shelters

The third annual report card 
on homelessness in Halifax sug¬ 
gests there’s still a long way to 
go in finding shelter for thou¬ 
sands of people in HRM. 

The report card, released 
by the Nova Scotia Housing 
and Homelessness Network 
Thursday, shows the number of 
people who stayed in a shelter 
in 2011 has gone up by 15 per 
cent — topping 4,000 — com¬ 
pared to 2009. 

However, the length of 
those stays has dropped by 
three days. 

Pamela Harrison, of the 
Homeless Individuals and 
Families Information System,

is the number of times shelter beds were 
used in Halifax in 2011. 

told a news conference that it 
suggests people are accessing 
shelters, and then trying to find 
permanent housing — without 
luck. 

“Among the two levels of 
government and the incredible 
activists, we have done a great 
job to tiy to improve the odds,” 
she said. “There are more op¬ 
tions, but there are still not 
enough.” 

The report shows big in¬ 
creases in the number of adult 
men, women between 16 and 
19 years old, and girls under 
the age of 16 using homeless 
shelters. 

Harrison also pointed out 
the gap between the average 
monthly rent for a bachelor 
apartment — $670 — and 


monthly income assistance for 
a single person, $538. 

She said it suggests it’s time 
to redefine the definition of “af¬ 
fordable housing.” 

“It’s not just about income. 
If you can afford a boarding 
house room that doesn’t allow 
you to cook meals with a very 
limited income, that’s not af¬ 
fordable housing,” she said. 
“The quality of life has to be 
there as well, it’s not just hav¬ 
ing a room.” 

Harrison said she’s ex¬ 
pecting better statistics next 
year, thanks to new housing 
support workers and more sup- 
ported-housing units. 

However, she said the sys¬ 
tem must be able to provide 
support for everyone, regard¬ 
less of need. 

“We need to stop talking 
about how our system can or 
cannot house people,” she said. 
“We need to make the state¬ 
ment, we need to house every¬ 
body, now how can we do it the 
most appropriately?”

The press secretary for Nova 
Scotia’s premier sent a sum¬ 
mary of a scrum Darrell Dex¬ 
ter had with reporters and a 
cabinet minister’s speaking 
notes to Nova Scotia Power in 
what amounts to a misuse of 
public resources, the Oppos¬ 
ition Liberals said Thursday.

If the country’s premiers and 
the prime minister agree the 
economy is the biggest chal¬ 
lenge facing them, why would 
Stephen Harper miss an op¬ 
portunity to meet with them 
in Halifax this weekend, Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter questioned 
Thursday. 

“These are the most prom¬ 
inent stakeholders in the eco¬ 
nomic success of the country 
and the prime minister says 
we’ll wait and see.” Dexter told 
reporters at the Nova Scotia 
legislature. 

Harper’s decision to slap the 
two-day meeting that begins 
Friday in Halifax has already 
ruffled the feathers of a few 
premiers for the same reason. 

Robert Ghiz, the premier 
of Prince Edward Island, said 
he would have welcomed the 
prime minister’s ideas at the 
table on how to improve the 
country’s “sluggish” economic 
growth. 

“There is a difference when 
he is here,” Ghiz said late 
Thursday after arriving in the 
port city. 

“Whether it’s skills develop-

Legislation unveiled by the 
province Thursday aimed at 
weakening private health care 
in Nova Scotia is wrongheaded 
and too simplistic, says the 
owner of a Halifax MRI clinic.

Murphy said his clinic re¬

Conservatives have launched 
their first concerted attack on 
Justin Trudeau — and a new 
poll may explain why. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima survey suggests 
the Liberal leadership front¬ 
runner’s popularity is not the 
fleeting celebrity phenomenon 
that skeptics had assumed. 

It’s actually increasing and 
has the potential to siphon off 
votes from all parties, includ¬ 
ing the Tories. 

Forty-two per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they’d be cer¬ 
tain or likely to vote Liberal 
in the next election if Trudeau 
was at the helm — enough to 
form a comfortable Liberal ma¬ 
jority government. 

The poll was released Thurs¬ 
day, just as the Conservatives 
pounced on a two-year-old 
television interview to accuse 
Trudeau of being anti-Alberta. 

In the interview with the 
Tele-Quebec program Les 
francs-tireurs, Trudeau said: 
“Canada isn’t doing well right 
now because it’s Albertans 
who control our community 
and socio-democratic agenda. 
It doesn’t work.” 

Trudeau’s campaign swiftly 
issued a statement accusing 



the Tories of using “out-of- 
context statements made 
years ago in a long interview” 
to launch a desperate “smear 
campaign” aimed at reviving 
the faltering Conservative by- 
election campaign in Calgary 
Centre. 

The resurrected Trudeau 
quotes piled on a gaffe a day 
earlier by Ottawa Liberal MP 
David McGuinty. He resigned 
his shadow cabinet post as 
natural resources critic after 
saying Alberta Tory MPs are 
“shills” for the oil industry and 
should go home.

Fontana has resigned 
from the police-services 
board because provincial law 
bans people who are facing 
charges from holding the 
post.

The Church of England should 
hold another vote on women

Church legislation to per¬ 
mit women to serve as bishops 
failed to win the necessary 
two-thirds majority among lay 
members of the General Syn¬ 
od. Church officials have said 
it could take five years to lay 
the ground for another vote, 
but Baldly said this should not 
be necessaiy. 

The church has been unable 
to find a formula that meets 
the objections of traditional¬ 
ists who believe only men can 
be priests and bishops, with¬ 
out at the same time offending 
women by restricting their au¬ 
thority and status as bishops. 

Frank Field, a legislator 
and former member of the 
General Synod, introduced a 
bill on Thursday to strip the 
church of its exemption from 
sex-discrimination laws. More 
drastically, there has been talk 
of ending the church’s status 
as the state church governed 
by the monarch.

EU Parliament

The European Union took a 
major step to protect sharks 
on Thursday, banning the 
brutal practice of hacking 
off their fins before throwing 
them back into the sea to die. 

The European Parliament 
voted by an overwhelming 
566-47 margin to force all 
boats in EU waters and EU- 
registered vessels around the 
world to land sharks with 


their fins attached and prove 
the animal had not been 
thrown back finless. 

The practice of shark fin¬ 
ning stems from the high 
price the body parts fetch in 
China for shark-fin soup, a 
specialty at high-class ban¬ 
quets, and the low value of 
the rest of the body. The con¬ 
sumption of fins has risen as 
China’s living standards have 
increased. Fins can sell for as 
much as $700 U.S. a pound. 

The European Union has 
said that some 75 million 
sharks are killed for their 
fins only. Since the EU is the 
biggest exporter, the move 
should have a sizable impact 
on shark populations.

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Scientists to 
attempt tortoise 
resurrection 


Galapagos Islands. 

Will take more than 
100 years to revive 
a species of giant 
tortoise recently 
declared extinct 


Lonesome George, the late 
reptile prince of the Galapa¬ 
gos Islands, may be dead, but 
scientists now say he may not 
be the last giant tortoise of 
his species after all. 

Researchers say they may 
be able to resurrect the Pinta 
Island subspecies by launch¬ 
ing a cross-breeding program 
with 17 other tortoises found 
to contain genetic material 
similar to that of Lonesome 
George, who died June 24 at 
the Pacific Ocean archipel¬ 
ago off Ecuador’s coast after 
repeated failed efforts to re¬ 


produce. Edwin Naula, direc¬ 
tor of the Galapagos National 
Park, said in a telephone 
interview on Thursday that 
the probability is high it can 
be accomplished. 

“It would be the first time 
that a species was recovered 
after having been declared 
extinct,” Naula said. 

But it won’t happen over¬ 
night. “This is going to take 
about 100 to 150 years,” 
Naula added. 

Scientists took DNA sam¬ 
ples from 1,600 tortoises on 
Wolf volcano, and found the 
Pinta variety in 17, though 
their overall genetic makeup 
varied. 

Through cross-breeding, 
“100 per cent pure species” 
can be achieved, said Naula, 
a biologist. At least 14 species 
of giant tortoise originally 
inhabited the islands which 
are 1,000 kilometres off Ecua¬

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Charter rights. Challenge 
to anti-terrorism tactics 
will see highest court 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
will decide just how open the 
process should be when the 
federal government wants to 
deport a suspected terrorist 
from abroad. 

The high court agreed 
Thursday to hear a challenge of 
the national security certificate 
system, a rarely used means of 
removing non-citizens accused 
of being terrorists or spies. 

It will also review crucial 
issues related to evidence in 
the case of Algerian refugee 
Mohamed Harlcat, arrested 10 
years ago in Ottawa under a se¬ 
curity certificate. 

The hearing will come more 
than five years after the Con¬ 
servative government retooled 
the certificate regime to make 
it consistent with the Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms. 
The Supreme Court will rule 
whether those reforms went 
far enough. 

Harlcat, 44, was taken into 
custody in Dec. 2002 on suspi¬ 
cion of being an al-Qaida agent. 
He denies any involvement in 
terrorist activities.

B.C. judge rules dog 
killer won’t do time 


Animal cruelty. 

Man says he was 
forced to kill 56 dogs 
after company froze 
spending on care 


A man who pleaded guilty 
to the slaughter of dozens of 
sled dogs will not spend time 
in prison, a judge has mled, 
concluding the man had the 
“best interests” of the dogs at 
heart when he culled the pack 
near Whistler after a slump in 
business following the 2010 
Olympics. 

But while Judge Steve Mer¬ 
rick said he agreed with a 
psychiatrists’ assessment that 
Robert Fawcett’s actions were 
the result of mental instabil¬ 
ity, he noted: “(You) ought to 
have anticipated the possi¬ 
bility of the horrific circum¬ 
stances that could result.” 

The aftermath from the 
April 2010 killing was laid 
bare in B.C. Supreme Court 
for the first time Thursday 
by Fawcett’s lawyer, who de¬ 
scribed how hard it was for his 
client to even listen to details 
of lulling his beloved animals 
again. 

“I will never stop feeling 
guilty for the suffering that 
the dogs endured that day,” 
said defense lawyer Greg Dia¬ 
mond, quoting his client. 

Fawcett admitted in Au¬ 
gust to killing the dogs fol¬ 
lowing a post-Olympic slump 
in sales. Court heard he felt 
forced when the owners of 
Howling Dog Tours put an 
“absolute freeze” on spend¬ 
ing, other than for food and 
the bare minimum of labour. 

At that point, Fawcett was 
working 150 hours over two 
weeks to care for the animals 
and watching their conditions 
deteriorate to the point where 
they were fighting and lulling 
each other in their kennel. 

“In part, he accepted the 



burden because he felt he 
could do it compassionately 
and he did not want that bu¬ 
rden placed on anyone else,” 
Diamond said. 

Fawcett pleaded guilty 
to one count of causing un¬ 
necessary pain and suffering 
to animals, which relates to 
the deaths of nine dogs. More 
than 50 dogs were exhumed 
from a mass grave in May 
2011 as part of a forensic in¬ 
vestigation by the B.C. SPCA. 
Court heard most of the dogs 
that were shot did not suffer.

Allergy-related request 
dropped after Toronto 
mother reports online 
harassment 


A mother who sought to have 
oak trees uprooted and re¬ 
planted far away from her chil¬ 
dren’s Toronto-area school due 
to concern over acorn allergies 
says fierce public reaction and 
“cyber-bullying” has led her to 
drop her request. 

Donna Giustizia asked city 
councillors in Vaughan, Ont., 
earlier this month to move the 
three trees out of fear their nuts 
could trigger allergic reactions 
in her two children and others 
at the elementaiy school’s play¬ 
ground. 

But in a letter emailed to 
councillors Tuesday, Giustizia 
withdrew the request, talcing 
a dig at the media for what she 
called “sensational” reporting 
on her council appearance. 



Giustizia’s letter says her 
family has been targeted by 
“cyber-bullying” over her 
“friendly request” to have 
council think about moving the 
trees somewhere else. 

She says the fierce reaction 
is unfair since in a “free, civil¬ 
ized society” citizens should 
be able to sound off to their 
elected officials without fear of 
personal attacks. 

Stories on Giustizia’s re¬ 
quest were published around 
the world and spurred acid- 


tongued comments on online 
message boards, while experts 
insisted the allergy risk was 
minimal. 

The school itself has a nut- 
free policy for the indoor areas, 
but the three oak trees line the 
playground, dropping their 
acorns in the play area. 

“It is most unfortunate that 
the media, in reporting the 
story, chose to sensationalize 
the news and has carelessly 
and cavalierly hurt those who 
we were trying to protect,” she 
wrote in the letter.

Egyptian president Moham¬ 
med Morsi issued constitution¬ 
al amendments on Thursday 
that placed him above judicial 
oversight and ordered the 
retrial of Hosni Mubarak for 
the killing of protesters in last 
year’s uprising. 

Morsi also decreed immun¬ 
ity for the Islamist-dominated 
panel drafting a new constitu¬ 
tion from any possible court 
decisions to dissolve it, a threat 
that had been hanging over the 
controversial assembly.

They came from the remot¬ 
est parts of Indonesia, talcing 
crowded overnight ferries 
and riding for hours in cars or 
buses, all in the hope that a 
simple, and free, surgical pro¬ 
cedure would restore their eye¬ 
sight. 

Many patients were elderly 
and needed help to reach two 
hospitals in Sumatra where 
mass eye camps were held this 
month by Nepalese surgeon Dr. 
Sandulc Ruit. During eight days, 
more than 1,400 cataracts were 
removed. 

The patients camped out, 
sleeping side-by-side on military 
cots, eating donated food while 
fire trucks supplied them with 
water for showers and toilets. 

Many who had given up 
hope of ever seeing again left 
smiling after their bandages 
were removed. 

“Fve been blind for three 
years, and it’s really bad,” said 
Arlita Tobing, 65, whose sight 
was restored after the surgery. 
“I worked on someone’s farm, 
but I couldn’t work anymore.” 

Indonesia has one of the 
highest rates of blindness in 
the world, making it a target 
country for Ruit, who travels 
throughout the developing 
world holding free mass eye 
camps while training doctors to 
perform the simple, stitch-free 
procedure he pioneered. 

He often visits hard-to-reach 
remote areas where health care 
is scarce and patients are poor. 
He believes that by teaching

doctors how to perform his 
method of cataract removal, 
the rate of blindness can be re¬ 
duced worldwide.

I am 
blessed by God to have this 
opportunity,” said Ruit, who 
runs the Tilganga Eye Center 
in Kathmandu, Nepal. “The 
most important of that is train¬ 
ing, taking the idea to other 
people.”

Wife of ex-Ivory Coast leader 
charged with rape, murder 


Simone Gbagbo. 

International Criminal 
Court unseals 
indictment against 
former first lady 


The International Criminal 
Court unsealed an indict¬ 
ment Thursday against for¬ 
mer Ivoiy Coast president 
Laurent Gbagbo’s wife on 
charges including murder, 
rape and persecution. It was 
the first time in the court’s 
10-year history it has charged 
a woman. 

The world’s first perma¬ 
nent war-crimes tribunal 
said the arrest warrant was 
issued on Feb. 29 for former 
first lady Simone Gbagbo for 
crimes against humanity. 

Her husband is in custody 
at the court’s detention unit 
in The Hague facing similar 
charges stemming from his 
fight to retain power after 
losing a 2010 presidential 
election. If his wife is extra¬ 
dited, they could face justice 
together in an unprecedent-

Hundreds of 
children freed 
from forced labour 
in Burkina Faso 

Police found children, some 
as young as six, working 
deep in gold mines and cot¬ 
ton fields around Burkina 
Faso. They were unpaid and 
unschooled. Some were 
being sexually abused. 

An international police 
operation has freed nearly 
400 children from forced 
labour in the West African 
country and arrested 
73 people suspected of 
child trafficking or forced 
labour, Interpol announced 
Thursday. 

It was a rare victory 
against forced child labour 
in West Africa, which 
has some of the world’s 
highest poverty rates. 
Young boys are often sent 
to work as hired hands in 
other people’s fields or are 
employed in the numer¬ 
ous mines that dot the 
countryside.

“My whole life growing 
up I heard those kinds of 
complaints and the kinds of 
frustration that they were go¬ 
ing through,” the longtime 
fashion and media maven and 
Metro columnist said in an 
interview.

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Old-fashioned layaway 
returns to retail scene 



Credit crunch. Maxed-out 
shoppers bring instalment 
concept back into vogue 


Most holiday shoppers will be 
armed with cash, debit or credit 
cards during the busiest shopping 
season of the year, but for those on 
a tight budget, the layaway counter 
can provide an affordable way to 
buy gifts. 

Layaway allows people to buy an 
item by putting down a deposit and 
paying off the rest in instalments, 
usually without interest. Some 
stores do charge a service or storage 
fee. Once the item is paid off, you’re 
free to bring it home. 

This buying option may seem an 
antiquated way of doing things, es¬ 
pecially in a society used to the im¬ 
mediate gratification of credit. 

Layaway was introduced during 
the Great Depression, but easy cred¬ 
it and boom times had made it most¬ 
ly a thing of the past. The concept 
has become in vogue again, thanks 
in part to belt-tightening since the 
recession. 

In September, Toys “R” Us and 
Walmart in the U.S. announced they 
were starting their layaway plans 
a month earlier than last year due 
to demand from customers who 
said they needed extra time to pay 
the purchases off. Both companies, 
along with Kmart and Sears, revised 
their plans and dropped the service 
charges for the holiday season. 

The buying option, however, is 
rarer in Canada. It is not available at 
Toys “R” Us and Sears in Canada and 
there’s only a number of Walmart 
stores that still offer layaway north 
of the border. 

But Doug Stephens, retail analyst 
and president of Retail Prophet Con¬ 
sulting, said the practice may soon 
become more common in Canada. 

“We’re going to see it more and 
more in the very near future because 
it’s no secret now that Canadians are 
coming into the end of their string 
on credit. We are significantly over¬ 
leveraged in this country.” 


According to Statistics Canada, 
household debt has risen to 163 
per cent of disposable income. Last 
week, credit reporting agency Tran- 
sUnion released a report that found 
Canadian debt loads grew at their 
fastest pace in two years during the 
most recent quarter. 

“What (layaway) says to the con¬ 
sumer is that the retailer cares about 
them. In the sense that they appre¬ 
ciate the fact that many consumers 
right now are trying desperately to 
pay down credit, they don’t want to 
take on more credit,” explained Ste¬ 
phens. 

Layaway, he says, keeps the 
consumer from walking away com¬ 
pletely and simply abandoning the 
purchase. Customers come back 
to make their payments in instal¬ 
ments, which may result in more 
purchases. 

“Rather than having a consumer 
walk in and walk out, at least it gives 
the retailer a sale, albeit an incom-

No ‘risky’ spending in 
2013 , Flaherty says 


Ottawa. Consultations on 
budget begin next week 


Canadians shouldn’t expect any 
“risky new spending schemes” or 
tax increases in the next federal 
budget, as the Conservatives push 
ahead with plans to balance the 
budget by 2015, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said Thursday. 

Flaherty, speaking to a business 
audience, said the government 
plans to get back to a balanced 
budget “during the current parlia¬ 
mentary term and certainly before 
the next election.” 

He said the government will 
not reduce transfers to provinces 
and territories for education and 
health care, that makes up about 
one-third of the budget. Nor will 
the government touch spending 
on individuals like seniors, people 
with disabilities and children, 
another third of the budget, he 
added. 

So, Flaherty said, the govern¬ 
ment is left to focus on the final 
third of the budget — program 
spending. 

The government’s latest deficit 
projections, released last week, 
show a deficit of $26 billion — up 



$5 billion from the budget forecast 
last March, due to global economic 
weakness that has cut into com¬ 
modity prices and tax revenues. 

The gloomy numbers prompted 
Ottawa to delay its hopes of balan¬ 
cing the books until 2016-2017, a 
year later than previously forecast, 
however both Flaherty and Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper have in¬ 
sisted the government can still 
balance the budget by 2015. 

Budget consultations, Flaherty 
said, will begin next week. 


Flaherty noted that Canada 
continues to outperform its peers 
in economic measures like job cre¬ 
ation, but said there are still num¬ 
erous challenges from outside its 
borders — the most immediate of 
which being the U.S. looming “fis¬ 
cal cliff,” a series of tax hikes and 
spending cuts set to take place in 
the new year if politicians can’t 
agree to an alternative plan. 

If U.S. lawmakers cannot agree 
on a budget plan before the dead¬ 
line, the tax hikes and spending 
cuts threaten to return the U.S. 
back into recession and potential¬ 
ly drag Canada down. 

“We can’t afford to be compla¬ 
cent, this is especially true in the 
case of volatility in the world econ¬ 
omy,” Flaherty said. 

With the global economic re¬ 
covery progressing slowly and 
threatened on several fronts, the 
minister did say he’s prepared to 
be flexible if needed, but his plan 
is to stick to “balanced budgets 
and low taxes.” 

“I’m not going to raise taxes on 
business, large or small, that will 
make it hard for a company to 
expand at a time when too many 
Canadians are still looking for a 
job,” Flaherty said in prepared 

notes. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Appeal underway 


OSC sets aside 
Jaguar Financial 
CEO’s suspension 

A two-year suspension and 
$625,000 fine imposed on Jaguar 
Financial chief executive Vic 
Alboini has been set aside at 
least temporarily by the Ontario 
Securities Commission pending 
an appeal by Alboini and two 
others. 

Alboini has been a prominent 
critic of the board at Research 
In Motion, but the sanctions 
imposed against him were on 
an unrelated matter involving 
his role as CEO of Northern 
Securities Inc. 

A non-government body that 
regulates Canada’s securities 
industry found that Alboini and 
two other senior executives at 
Northern failed to comply with 
several of its rules. 

The Investment Industry 
Regulatory Organization of 
Canada announced Alboini’s 
suspension on Nov. 12 and Jaguar 
announced the next day that he 
and the other executives sanc¬ 
tioned by IIROC would appeal to 
Ontario’s securities commission. 

IIROC said Alboini was in a 
key position at Northern when 
he engaged in a trading practice 
that enabled Jaguar to obtain 
unapproved access to credit 
between August and November 
in 2008.

Quebec railcar plant Bombardier China. Improved manufacturing 
set for lengthy work disruption figures are sign of recovery 


Bombardier is bracing for what 
could be a lengthy strike at its Que¬ 
bec railcar assembly plant after 
workers rejected what the com¬ 
pany characterized as a generous 
offer that raises wages and pension 
benefits and contained a commit¬ 
ment to invest in new technology. 

“Don’t worry, we’ve got our con¬ 
tingency plans and we could go a 
long way,” company spokesman 
Marc Laforge said Thursday, hours 
after union members massively 
rejected Bombardier’s “final” con¬ 
tract offer. 

He said the company has a long¬ 
term vision for the plant and has 
no immediate plans to transfer 


work to its other facilities in Thun¬ 
der Bay, Ont., Plattsburgh, N.Y. and 
Mexico. 

But he said Bombardier will 
meet its commitment to deliver 
420 Toronto subway cars and in¬ 
terior finishings for 706 Chicago 
transit cars. It also has contracts for 
100 multi-level New Jersey transit 
cars, 54 multi-level cars for Mary¬ 
land transit, along with nearly 500 
Montreal Metro cars, which aren’t 
yet in production. 

Nearly 90 per cent of the votes 
cast at a meeting of the workers at 
the rail-equipment plant northeast 
of Quebec City were against the 

deal. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


China’s manufacturing expanded 
for the first time in 13 months in 
November in a further sign that 
the world’s No. 2 economy is re¬ 
covering from its deepest slump 
since the 2008 global crisis. World 
stocks and oil prices rose on the 
improving data. 

HSBC Corp. said its monthly 
Purchasing Managers’ Index im¬ 
proved to 50.4 for November on 
a 100-point scale on which num¬ 
bers over 50 indicate expansion. 
That was a moderate improve¬ 
ment from October’s 49.5. It is the 
first time in 13 months that the 
reading has been above 50. 

The PMI index measures over¬ 


all manufacturing activity by sur¬ 
veying numerous indicators in¬ 
cluding orders, employment and 
actual production. 

The Chinese numbers are rare 
good news for the world econ¬ 
omy, which has slowed as Eur¬ 
ope’s chronic debt crisis worsened 
and the U.S. economy stagnated. 
Benchmark stock indexes in Hong 
Kong, Japan, Britain and Germany 
posted gains, and crude oil prices 
moved up. 

HSBC economist Qu Hongbin 
said the survey shows that China’s 
economic recovery is gaining mo¬ 
mentum, but still remains fragile.

“We have seen over time 
that the perceived definition 
of documentary film has rad¬ 
ically changed. The one con¬ 
stant is that these films have 
continued to follow factual 
information about the sub¬ 
ject they are documenting 
and that is important,” Jus¬ 


tin Krumb, director of the 
doc Minds in the Water, tells 
Metro. “So in the case of Spur¬ 
lock’s new project, I believe 
this a true documentary, in 
that sense of the word, but 
one that falls into a new sub¬ 
category that relates to the 
phenomenon of reality TV/ 
celebrity power. What’s mis¬ 
sing that I’d love to see is how 
these films bring about social 
change. How they alter our 
feeling to go out and change 
the world in a positive way or 
call attention to an issue that 
needs to be addressed.” 

Some of Spurlock’s col¬ 
leagues are willing to wait and 
see how he fares with his new 
singing and dancing subjects 
before passing judgment. “I 
know a bit about the project 
and from what I understand 
I’m not sure it’s a concert film 
at all,” says Lucy Walker, an Os¬ 
car nominee herself for Waste 
Land and the Tsunami and the 
Cherry Blossom. “Why not let 
him explore all aspects of film- 
making and give him the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt until we’ve seen 
it?”

The Untold History 
of the United States. 

Controversial, talented 
director pairs up with 
professor to give 
alternate view of past 


Oliver Stone has never been 
shy about ruffling feath¬ 
ers with his take on real-life 
events. 

From J.F.K and Nixon, to 
Salvador and W, Stone has 
challenged the history taught 
in schoolbooks. His latest 
project, The Untold History 
of the United States, a 10- 
part series on the premium 
Showtime network, explores 
more facts he feels were sup¬ 
pressed, with new takes on 
the atomic bombing of Japan, 
the Cold War and the fall of 
Communism. 

To maintain accuracy 
throughout the series, Stone 
partnered with Peter Kuz- 
nick, a history professor at 
American University. Kuzniclc 
was no stranger to Stone, 
having used Stone’s films 
for years to provide perspec¬ 
tive for his students. Both he 
and Stone feel history is often 
written with a happy ending. 

Recently, Stone spoke to 
the Associated Press about 
the issues tackled in the ser¬ 
ies, the companion book, 
and his take on the General 
Petraeus scandal. 

AP: What drives you to cover 
historical events with your 
own perspective? 

This is a noble tradition. 
Sometimes it’s funny that it 
sounds as if it’s an illegitim¬ 
ate tradition, but it goes back 
— the Greeks did plays about 
ancient rulers. Shakespeare 
did a huge amount of plays 
about history. Some of them 
were more accurate than 
others, there’s no question. 

But you take a fair share of 
criticism? 

I’ve never, ever by my own 
standard of ethics violated 
the trust of my audience 
by saying something that I 
knew to be false. I may have 
made some mistakes, but 
never did it on purpose, ever. 
I’ve been so tired of de¬ 
fending myself. It’s become 
silly.... (For this project) 
we’ve had three fact checks. 
There’s a book. Sourcing is 
included, footnotes. The facts 
are indisputable. The inter¬ 
pretation is disputable, but 
at least the facts are there. 


Why do people resist changes 
to the history we’ve learned? 

We have told a coherent 
narrative that begins in 1900 
and we’ve taken the darker 
view of the U.S. actions 
because I do believe in the 
U.S. textbooks that the kids 
learn there’s a process by 
which things get sanitized 
out. The horror stories. The 
bad stuff, because kids love 
that and it’s interesting that 
we’re doing the opposite. 
Instead of giving them some 
horror stories, we tell them 
everything works out well in 
the end.... I think my theory 
is they don’t enjoy history, 
they don’t like to study 
it because they know the 
ending and know it’s going 
to be some sappy stoiy the 
teacher tells them about how 
the U.S. does good in the end 
and that’s sort of the trick, 
you see. We’re going back 
and say(ing), “Let the juicy 
stuff out.” 

Give me an example? 

Veiy few people know about 
how strong the English 
empire was going into World 
War II. (Franklin Delano) 
Roosevelt had a suspicion 
of the English empire and 
he was tiying to balance the 
Soviet interests with Amer¬ 
ican interests as well as Brit¬ 
ish interests. He didn’t want 
to be taken for a ride and 
save England to have Eng¬ 
land re-colonize the world, 
which is what they did. 

There’s new history being 
written with the General 
Petraeus scandal. What are 
your thoughts? 

Frankly, it’s not a big con¬ 
cern of mine. It’s done. He’s 
out. But it’s sold again as a 
media-hyped narrative of 
a soap opera of a military 
hero, so-called, falling for a 
beautiful woman and being 
betrayed, and so forth, and 
he falls from stardom. Great 
story. The truth is that it’s 
like a Shakespeare drama. 
Petraeus was never a hero. 

If the media had used the 
same investigative skills 
that they are using on this 
sordid sex affair, they would 
have found out that Petraeus 
was not what he seemed to 
be. He was not in combat. 

His genius in writing about 
counter-insurgency was to 
point out essentially that we 
use the journalists to control 
perception, because percep¬ 
tion is more important than 
reality.

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Maple Bacon Butter 
Pizza: Foodie touchdown

Predictably, the Internet 
abounds with recipes for 
pizza made with maple-cured 
bacon. But to truly take it to 
the next level — and make it 
uniquely Canadian — maple 
syrup is involved, as is an 
ample helping of butter to 
keep things interesting. 

The result is this Maple 
Bacon Butter Pizza, which is 
refreshingly simple. A basic 
crust topped first with moz¬ 
zarella, then cooked bacon, 
then more mozzarella and 
finally dollops of maple com¬ 
pound butter (made by blend¬ 
ing softened butter with 
granulated maple sugar) is all 
it takes.

Dunk a fork into the cara¬ 
mel, then use it to drizzle the 
caramel over the apple chips. 
Set aside to let the caramel 
set. 

5. When caramel has set, 
place white chocolate bits 
and shortening in micro¬ 


wave-safe bowl. Microwave 
on high in 15-second bursts, 
stirring between, until melt¬ 
ed and smooth. Using a clean 
fork, repeat the drizzling 
similar to the caramel. Set 
aside to let the white choco¬ 
late set. 

6. Once the white chocolate 
has set, melt the dark choco¬ 
late candy melts in a clean 
bowl using the same method 
as the white chocolate. Once 
melted, dunk a clean fork 
in the melted chocolate and 
drizzle over the apple chips. 
Let cool until the chocolate is 
set. Store in an airtight con¬ 
tainer for up to a week.

Chad Owens named CFL’s most outstanding player 


The Flyin’ Hawaiian is the 
CFL’s outstanding player. 

Versatile Chad Owens 
of the Toronto Argonauts 
claimed the honour Thursday 
night at the league’s awards 
banquet. 

The 30-year-old native of 
Hawaii got the nod ahead of 
Calgary Stampeders running 
back Jon Cornish in voting 
conducted by the Football Re¬ 


porters of Canada as well as 
the eight CFL head coaches. 

The 2012 season has been 
a magical one for both Owens 
and the Argos. 

Owens led the CFL in re¬ 
ceiving (94 catches for 1,328 
yards and six TDs) and return 
yards (2,510) and accumu¬ 
lated a league-record 3,863 
all-purpose yards. Owens, af¬ 
fectionately dubbed the Flyin’ 


Hawaiian, is a big reason why 
Toronto is making its first 
Grey Cup appearance since 
’04. Owens and the Argos are 
indeed in the 100th Grey Cup, 
where they will face Cornish 
and the Stampeders on Sun¬ 
day at Rogers Centre. 

But the six-foot, 217-pound 
Cornish had a record-setting 
season of his own.
